FJano Organs From London. 


Piano organs are the latest form of 


musical torture that has been devised. 
The piano seems tb have fallen into dis- 
repute in Europe. In London it is tin- 
fashionable to play one of these instru- 
ments, and in Berlin there is a law 
against playing one with the windows of 
the house in which it is located open. 
The piano makers of the old vorld have 
therefore been looking for a now field to 
exploit, and they hit upon i u c? piano or- 
gan, 
London makes them r.a'l is send- 


ing hundreds of them all o\ er the world. 
They are taking the places ol hand or- 
gans. In New York and eubtorn cities 
you can now hear in the streets as many 
piano organs, as they are called, as yon 
can hand organs. They are not organs 
at all, but loud toned -upright pianos 
that are mounted on wheels and can be 
trundled about easily. 


They may he heard several blocks 


away. The hand piano is fast displacing 
the hand organ in popular favor, but it 
hasn't the variety of music of tho latter. 
Hand organs are made in this country, 
and when any new tune comes out it can 
soon be inserted in the organ's reper- 
tories, but the pianos have to be sent to 
London for any change or repairing that 
is necessary. In this respect, and in this 
only, the organs have the best of it.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


The Pluck of tlie Greyhound. 


The sire of Fnllerton, when running at 


Haydock park, struck a hurdle, -under- 
neath which the hare had escaped, with 
such force as to fall back apparently 
dead, yet he afterward won the final 
course. Princess Dagmar, another Wat- 
erloo cup winner, in running her first 
course, saw the dog against which she 
was contending drop dead at her side. 
The hare also died just inside a covert 
into which it had escaped, yet the grey-

Yet a dog so injured will of- 
ten try to renew the chase, falling again, 
yet making vain and~~painful efforts to 
avoid defeat. The type of courage so 
exhibited, "individual" as distinguished 
from "corporate"' courage, is perhaps 
shown in its most highly specialized form 
in the greyhound among dogs. The im- 
pulse receives no aid from the associa- 
tion of other animals of the same kind. 
The dog which is slipped with the win- 
ner is a rival, not a comrade.—London 
Spectator.

At Carson, whit 
was one of the strongholds of Be 
pablicanism 
until the

closed, the citizens in mass meel 
ing assembled declared their politi 
cal independe aee and foreswore alle 
giauce to any p<arty which does no 
stand squarely for free coinage. In 
Dayton, the capital of Liyon county 
the greatest enthusiasm prevailed 
The people turned out in force an 
strong resolutions were adopted. Our 
senators and congressman were re 
quested to never surrender a singl 
principle in the great battle fox- th 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 1 
to 1, and the people were earnestly en 
treated to insist upon the complet 
restoration of silver to the position 
held by it as a money metal prior t 
1873. 


The great east has not been heart 


from, but it will speak in no uncertain 
tone. Meetings are being held in every 
precinct in Humboldt county; Eureka 
the banner silver county of the state 
will express its sentiments to-nigh1 
and Elko, White Pine, Lincoln, Ny 
and Esmeralda counties will be heart 
from in due time. 


The free coinage sentiment is genera 


throughout the west and it is growin; 
in favor, us it is getting to be under 
stood, in the east. The agriculttira 
states of Iowa, Illinois, Kansas, Mis 
sonri and Nebraska are taking as mud 
interest in the silver jjuestion as the 
milling states. The business depression 
has led them to inquire th? cause and 
they trace it directly to the demoneti 
zatiou of silver.

It ia expected that Governor Mark 


ham of California will appoint a Unitec 
States Hoimtor this week to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Senator 
Stan for J. Various rumors are afloat as 
to the governor's choice. Those mosi 
prominently mentioned are M. H. do 
Young, M. M. Estee and Irwiu C. Stump. 
W. II. Mills was named for the place 
by several newspapers, but he requested 
the Haoraniento Jlce, which advocated 
his appointment and ably presented 
his claims, to inform the governor that 
he was not a candidate. 


The jjjaininer seems to take it for 


granted that the mantle of Senator 
Stanford will fall 
upon deYoung's 


shoulders ami in fact it has been re- 
ported that deYoting has been ottered 
the place, but the report is not con- 
firmed. The Call and Bulletin, both 
Republican pnportf, are opposed to de 
Vouug, but their oppositions may not 
be Bufllcient to prevent his appoint- 
ment. 


Governor Markhatn is a Republican 


and of course will appoint a member of 
his party to the souatorship. DeYoung 
is known to be an advocate of the free 
coinage, as was Senator Stanford, and 
for that reason Nevada people would 
prefer him for senator to Estee or 
Stump, whose position on the silver 
question is uncertain.

GKKMAXY 
AFFECTED. 


A Berlin dispatch says the deprecia- 


tion of silver is immense moment 
to German currency and silver mining; 
The German silver coin in circulation 
is estimated at 400,000,000 marks. 
The 


fall in silver amounts to nearly 200,000 
marks on this amount. 


The one-thaler or three-mark piece, 


the coin of the widest circulation, is 
now worth one mark and sixty-two 
pfennigs, or a little more than one-half 
its former value. 


Germany has but a limited amount 


of silver coin in circulation, but it is 
affected by the decline in silver never- 
theless. 
England, Austria, Russia, 


France and the Latin Union will feel 
the decline much more than Germany, 
however, as they have much more Silver 
in circulation. 


THE several mints of the United 


States coined during the month of Jane 
^5,197,825 and for the fiscal year ended 
Jane 30 $43,734,878. For the fiscal year 
1801-92 the coinage was $57,682,977. The 
amount of standard dollars coined last 
year is $3,000,000 less than for the 
previous year and $31,000,000 less than 
in 1890-91. Since July 1,1890, the gov- 
ernment has stored its purchases of 
(silver in bars rather than coin. 


Another War In Nicaraugua. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—The State De- 


>artment has received advices from 
Minister Baker at Managua confirming 
;he news that internecine war had 
broken out again in Nicaragua, and 
;hat the president of the republic and 
;he minister of foreign affairs were 
leld prisoners at Leon.

. This is disagreeable news to the 


navy department, for it will require 
he secretary to send a naval vessel to 
Nicaragua at a season when the climate

available on the west coast is the Alli- 
ance, now at Callao, Peru, and she will 
>e ordered to proceed to Nicaragua. 
Ueanwhile the incident will have the 
ffect of hastening the sailing of the 
forktown and Charleston from New 
fork, for although it will be several 
months before they can reach the Pa- 
iflc, the necessity of strengthening 
ae naval force there has been made 
ery apparent. 


Discrediting Silver. 


NEW YORK, July 16.—I* has been re- 
ealed on investigation that the de- 
mand for payment in gold for raany 
pecialties in the drug trade is by no 
means exceptional. Such action has 
ery generally been adopted by im- 
orters in other trades, and even do- 
eslic manufacturers have stamped 


on their bills since July 1 a demand 
for gold payments or have been talking 
doing so. When it was suggested to 
some of these merchants that their 
action might be regarded as an evidence 
of suspicion of the government and 
not of the currency they replied that 
no one knew what the government 
would do. "We mast pay in gold; 
therefore we wish to be in a position to 
collect in gold," was the general senti- 
ment.

The 
word "lagniappe" is a transformation of 
the Spanish phrase "la nappa," which 
means a gratuity, a sweetener, to make 
a purchaser pleased with his bargain. 


This custom it seems has never ob- 


tained outside of the second and third- 
districts of the city, and" "lagniappe" 
was so prescriptively grounded that it 
came to be regarded as a right to -which 
the people were legally entitled. In an 
nge of sharp anil sordid competition, 
however, the tradesmen find the gratuity 
too much of a tax-on their profits. A few 
days ago the Retail Grocers' association 
of the second and third dir,i riuts adopted 
n resolution doiii^ pv.v.y with the pic- 
turesque usage. —Ke\v York Post.

Chinese Exaggeration. 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
16.—A 
letter 


recently received at the State Depart- 
ment from Mr. Denby, United States 
Minister to China, was accompanied by 
a proclamation issued by the Chinese 
authorities, in which it is stated that 
the 100,000 Chinese who returned to 
China from the United States within 
tho past year would be prevented by 
law from again entering this country.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock (.harp i', M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each rnco 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Boll call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
:alls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of the animal, that do notsend the horse 
out promptly at post signal will bo fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before U 
o'clock v, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 6 v. M. 


Horses entered in purses can only bo drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, ana the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horM> hah run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at tho race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of ilifl'er- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by tho executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions other-wine stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Whore there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by U 
v. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Paring purses divided at 
the rate of 00, 80 and 10 per cent. 


All Trottrfig and Pacing races ar« the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves tho right to hold a 
less number than, flve to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amcpnt of the 
purse, which shall be divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows: 
66% to the first and 83)^ to tbe second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money., 


At tbe discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running rare, under 
these conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
M & race or racing. 
National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
